Births are now registerod in 187 municipal towns with an aggregate census popula- 
ston of 2423904. ‘The ratio of rogistorl inthe is'only 
ssi 22°76 per thousand, the ratio of births being 12-05, 
female births 14-70. Dr. observes that the supposed standard of birth-rate 


in India is 40 per thoceend, and it is probably even higher than this. There are indecd six 
municipalities in Bengal in which the statistios of birth exceed this ratio; but there are no 
Jess than 15 in which the statistics are so imperfectly recorded that the ratio is less than 10 

thousand. Among these is South Suburban Municipality, where the ratio is 7-47, In four 
Iunicipalities—Mutagacha, Jhalokati, Goberdanga, and Nasirabad—the ratio is loss than 5 
por thousand. Tn a large and wealthy municipality like Patna the ratio is only12°98, in Buxar 
it is: 1471, in Purnesh it ig 16°45, in ‘Min apore it is 15°73, in Jessore itis 16-71, in Dacca it 
ig 17-71, in Cuttack it ie 17-83, in Berhampore it is 18:89, and in Krishnaghur it is 19-68. 
‘When the registration in important municipalities, at the head-quarters of districts, is still 
80 defective, it appears to be hopes to attempt registration with any approximation to 
soouracy in rural areas. It is that the registration for 1889 show a slight improve- 
ment over that of 1888, when the ratio of births was only 20°63; but the result is still very 
discouraging, and shows that municipalities as a body do not pay attention to this olementary 
snd very necessary portion of their duties The Lieutenant-Governor has observed that during 
tho.current year, according to the statements published weekly in the Gazette, birth registra« 
tion is still extremely deficient. ‘ 

‘The same remarks are applicable to the registration of deaths in municipalities. The

ayable in four years without interest, from Raja Ram Ranjan 
Biakrabartty, Bahadoor, of Hetampore, for establishing @ muni- 
cipal market called the “Jubilee Market.” 
Proposals for loans to the Midnapore, Chupra, and Mozufferpore Municipal- 
ities for tevicimnoranmeet of the deeinegs a those towns hers been nde 
consideration, but as the schemes were not matured in any of these places, no 
final orders have been passed. The Serampore Municipality atiked for a 
loan of Rs. 80,000 for improving drainage, and a notification was published 
in May 1890, as required by the rules, deciaring the intention of the Licutenant- 
Governor to sanction the application; but up to the present time no further 
action has been taken, The Commissioner of the Chota Nagpore Division 
reports that Rajah Nilmoni Singh Deo-of Pachet offered a contribution of 
Rs. 5,000 towards the cost of improving the water-supply of the town of Purulia, 
and has since the close of the year paid up Rs. 1,000 as part of his donation, 
As, however, a larger provision of funds will be necessary for the works, the 
Municipal Commissioners contemplate borrowing a sum of Rs. 10,000 from 
Government. The schome for the Howrah water-works is still under the 
consideration of Government and it is probable that for this undertaking a 
comparatively large loan amounting to not less than ten lakhs of rupoes will 
be necessary. ae 
36. "Uyea the whole, the Lieutenant-Governor is not disappointed with 
the manner in which municipalities have availed themselves of the more liberal 
policy inaugurated oy Government, and he is quite sure that a very profital 
use is being made of the loans already granted. But he would be glad to sea 
the larger municipalities, especially those in Behar, more forward to appreciate 
the necessity of capital expenditure. He has no doubt that in a short time 
there will be greater willingness in this direction, Tt must not be forgotten 
municipal administration in Bengal is still in its infaney, and that the Oo: 
sioners generally have had no opportunity of appreciating the enormous) 
which result from capitel outlay on sanitary and ihe works.

"87. Enforcement of section 63 of the Act.—The provisions of the section 
empowering the Commissioner of the Division and the Magistrate of the district 
to suspend the execution of any resolution or order, or prohibit the doing 
of any act by the Commissioners of a municipality, when such resolution 
or order or act is in excess of the powers conferred by the law, or is 
likely to lead to serious breach of the peace, or to cause serious injury or 
annoyance to the public or to any class or body of persons, were enforced 
in three municipalities during the year, viz., Dacca, Colgong, and Arrah. 
The circumstances were unimportant in all cases, and need not be especially 







38. Miscellancous.—The tramway in the town of Patna was completed 
and was in working order during the year. The length of the tramway 
is nearly seven miles with 11 sidings to enable cars to cross cach other. The 
total number of passengers earried up to 31st. March last was 151,260. There 
was only one serious accident during the year. s 

_ There were serious outbreaks of fire in the ag cele of Nattore, 
Bogra, and Rungpore, attended with loss of property, but no lives were 
lost. Great damage was done to the roads by the high floods in Coomar- 
kholly, Nuddea, and Santipore. In Moorshedabad there was an unusual flood 
during the year, and considerable portions of Lalbagh and Azimgunge were 
under water. The Nawab Buhadoor of Moorshedabad contributed about 
Rs. 3,000 for giving relief to the poor in Lalbagh, and Rai Dhunput Singh, 
Bahadoor, and Rai Bepin Chand and Rai Budh Singh Dudhuria, Bahadoor, 
subscribed Rs. 500 and 100 respectively for relief of the Azimgunge people who 
suffered from the flood. In the Manicktollah Municipality a fire occured, causing 
damage to the extent of about Rs. 40,000. 

In April 1889 a tornado passed over some of the villages within and about 
the Tangail Municipality. [ts duration was very short, and it extended over 
a distance of five miles, It is reported that 139 haman lives were lost and 
242 persos seriously wounded. Tho loss of property was estimated at 
Rs 19,000. A sudden somewhat similar blast of wind visited the town of 
Nalchitti on the night of the 27th October 1889. Its duration was a few 
minutes only, and it extended over an area of about a mile. Some damage to 
property was caused, but no lives are re to have been lost. 

39. Working of the Porters and Dandiwallas Act, V (B. OR 1883, tn 
Darjecling.—The Act did not work satisfactorily during the year, and the table 
of rates for the hire of porters and dandiwallas was revised. Seventeon 
prosecutions were instituted and 16 convictions obtained. Threo hundred 


and forty-sevon dandiwallas and 229 porters were registered and 494 badges 
were issued, ‘The cost incurred in the working of the Act was Rs. 170. 

40. Working of the Pilgrims’ Lodging-house Act IV (B.C.) of 1871.—In Pooree

of 1884 was hardly satisfactory. ‘I'he Commissioners took some interest in the 
matter which came before them for discussion, but only held eight meetings, 
The affairs of the Tikari Municipality form the subject of separate corre- 
spondence. ‘The Commissioners of the Arrah Municipality evince an amount 
of energy, which at times is injudicious and has to be checked. The troubles 
at Jugdispore have already been noticed, ‘The working of the other munici- 
palities in the districtis reported to be satisfactory, but I fear they are not 
what they should be. The Magistrate of Saran writes that. the municipalities 
in bis district have worked much as usual. Those of Reyilgungo and Sewan 
are very poor and cannot do much, but according to their lights and up to the 
limited extent of their powers they worked well. The affairs of the Chupra 
Municipality were unsatisfactory till Mr. Bourdillon was elected Chairman, 
when, with the help of the Sub-Committees, something has been done, to 
remedy the defects, and a fair measure of success has been achieved. The 
Commissioners of the Durblunga and Madhybani Municipalities are said to 
take a fair amount of interest in their work; party feeling is, however, stron 
among them. In Roserah, which is beyond the pale of immediate offici 
supervision, much time is lost in petty disputes over trifles, while no attention 
is paid to the interests of the rate-payers. In Chumparun the Municipal 
Commissioners are said to have as a body worked well, and both the Vice- 
Chairmen of the Motihari and Bettiah Municipalities take much intorest 
in their work. The working of the Patua Municipality shows no improye- 
ment. In the last year’s report Mr. Boxwell remarked, that the features are 
‘inadequate conservancy and latrine arrangements, almost absolute absence 
of supervision, conservancy staff both inadequate and idle, watering and light- 
ing insufficiently supervised, and the drainage of the whole municipality abo- 
minably bad.’ No effective steps were taken during the year to remove these 
defects and shortcomings.” ee 
51. The, Commissioner of the Bhagulpore Division writes :— As I only 
Pigel joined the Division at boa the year, I can- 
ser not offer any general remarks based on personal 
knowledge of the working of the municipalities in this Division during its 
course; Tut I gather from what I have since observed, as well as from the 
several annual. reports, that the administraticn of municipal affairs has been 
on the whole satisfactory, and that the general body of Commissioners hare

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R METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
‘TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 2isr 
OF NOVEMBER 1890. * 

Five weather has continued shout the week, both in fer and over the Bay, with 
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pressure, and temperature generally below the normal. At commencement of 
week the pressure distr bution was about, normal with slight gradionts from west to oast, the 
usual faint wind ciroulation.and cloudless skies. ‘Though a steady rise of pressure went on 
from the 15th till the 18th, the general conditions underwent no change, except that the 
defect in temperature began to disappear in the eastern districts. On the 19th pressure fell 
very slowly in Behar, while the rise continued elsewhere, and from being westerly, wind 
directions became first irregular, and afterwards east over the whole of the northern of 

province. With this change temperature rose slowly on the i9th in all districts, 
and on the 20th at all’ ex the. stations in Bast Bengal and part of North Bengal, 
‘where excess was almost eral, and ranged up to 37° at Rampore Beauleah, North- 
easterly winds were still Fo ing on Friday, tho last day of the week, in North Bengal, 
North Behar, and paris of South-West and Hast Bengal, and tem; ‘are was generally 
rising, but otherwise ordinary weuther ied. {n the south of the ys however, condi- 
tions were beginning to be j pressure from being very high was falling, and 
indraught to @ low-pressure area in the extremo south was more distinct. 

Pressure, as stated above, has been ey high throughout the week, especially in the 
south of the Bay, and tho distribution more uniform than usual. Means for the week aro 
ali considerably above the normal, exoess varying from a twentieth of an inch in Behar 
and North Bongal to a tenth in the south of Orissa,

The present reports, which are prepared in accordance with the instructions 
issued in Government Circular No. 21, dated the 1st November 1889, furnish 
full information on the working of District Boards during the past year, and 
under separate orders copies have been liberally supplied to those whom they 
concern. They are a great improvement on the reports submitted in previous 
years, and in particular the report of Mr, Toynbee, the Officiating Commissioner 
of Burdwan, deserves commendation. The statistics which accompany them 
are given in forms recently preseribed by the Government of India, which 
were only circulated in July last, and it is Jargely due to the late arrival 
of these forms, and the difficulty of substituting them in so short a time for 
those already in use, that delay has occurred in the submission of the reports.

It is vseless therefore to institute any comparison between the realizations 
during the past and previous years, The estimate for the current year amounts 
to Rs. 4,42,441, ‘and there seems no ‘reason to suppose that there is any real 
falling off in pound receipts In reply to the observation which was made in 
last year’s Resolution that “if Boards are careful to see that security advances are 
properly taker, and farmers are not permitted to hold on when default occurs, 
there should be no arrears,” it is pointed out by more than one District Board 
that some farmers, after retaining their pounds sae the profitable months of 
the year, purposely default when the season is over, that as they have made 


their profit they are willing to forfeit their security, and that therefore great 
difficulty is found in settling the pounds for the remainder of the year. This 
is no doubt a real difficulty, but a remedy ‘appears to lie in. the suggestion which 
is put forward by the Commissioner of the Presideney Division that the pay- 
ment of pound rents should be fixed not in equal instalments, but according to 
the different seasons at which crops are liable to damage from eattle trespass. 


There is a difficulty also in arranging for the proper sapeonya of pounds. ‘The 
ice of placing them under the inspection of Educational officers has 
be Gofinitaly forbidden by Government as tending to interfere with the 
pr inspection of schools.

‘he Chairman of the Maldah District Board writes :— 
“Early in July through communication by water was established with Rajmehal, and 

a steamer ran to and fro on alternate days, the distance vid ‘the Kalindri being about 60 
miles, This seryice was furnished by Baboo Nilmoney Chowdhuri. Later on in August the 
ferry steamer Jack, which had been put on the ferry at Rajmehal by the farmer, Baboo 
Seo Subai Singh, was allowed to continuo the crossing to Inaitpore and Sadullapore vid the 

irathi, as the whole country was under water. Sadullapore is about fiye miles west of 
English Bazar, and the steamer ran in and out in one day. To Nilmoney Chowdhuri a 
subsidy of Rs, 400 a month was paid, but no payment was made to the ferry farmer for 
the trip to Sadullapore. The steamer between English Bazar and Rampore Beauleah made 
three trips in the week from August 1889 to March 1890, and also recoived a subsidy of 
Rs. 400.a month from Ist October 1889. At first: Nilme Ohowdhuri tried to run this line, 
but his steamers were too small, and ran so irregularly no subsidy was granted. In 
October the India General Steam Navigation Oompauy sent up a splendid steamer, called the 
Pirik, which ran till the river subsided in November. The seryiee, however, was kept up 
till March by a sinaller vessel, and a subsidy of Rs, 400 a month was granted. Since Juno 
this year a fine steamer, called the Trout, has been plying regularly on alternate days. She 
is timed on Sati tw catch the mail boat from Beauleah to Sara, thus enabling Maldah 
passengers to reach Caloutta next morning.” 

The Lieutenant-Governor has no doubt that the expenditure incurred by 
District Boards in establishing or subsidising a river steam service is most judi- 
cious and has greatly improved communications.

Mr. Lowis, the Commissioner of the Rajshahye Division, says:— \

Mr. Power, the Officiating Commissioner of the Dacca Division, gives the}

“Tho Inspector of Local Works detected the second clerk of the Chittagong Board in 
malpraotices in connection with contracts, but the majority of the Board refused to punish 
him or take any notice of his conduct. In fact the majority made a personal in place of a 
public matter of it. Such cases must, I fear, occur at Lhok and there is noremedy. The 
more prompt settlement of advances requires attention in this district. The money has boon 
Properly spent, but the members who supervise the works are slow in rendering accounts, 

« fcakholly the accounts require attention. They were found very carelessly kept at 
time of audit. The Chairman asoribes the errors to change of staff. Good work was, brea 
done in the district, The present Chairman has fully grasped the wants of the district, and. 
considerable improvement may be effected next year. 

“The Tipperah Board have taken great interest in their work, and are devoting their atten- 
tion to improvements in a sanitary direction, and to the provision of increased medical aid in

‘The 
consequence is that, as the Chairman is overworked, too much is left to the Secretary. ‘The 

ts, especially those of the Local Boards as shown by the reports of the Examiner, are 
-kept and inadequately supervised.” 

Mr. Quinn, the Officiating Commissioner of Bhagulpore, states :— 

“ Having only joined the Division in the middle of March, I have but little personal 
knowledge of the working of the several local bodies during the past year ; but it may be 

thered from the general tenor of the district reports and statements that the District and 
Teal Boards have on the whole discharged the duties entrusted to them in a satisfactory 
qmanner, and that fair has been made in the execution of the works under their 
control. In the istrict there was for some time considerable friction between the 
native members of the District Board and the Engineer, but these differences have been 
arranged, and here, as in the other districts of the division, harmony generally prevails. 
‘There is still of course ample scope for improvement, and among other defects a tendency 
has been noticed to leave too nm of the’ business of the district body to standing com- 
mittees, whose conclusions and recommendations are sometimes adopted without due 
consideration. There is also a disposition in some cases to increase the. expenditure on estab- 
lishments to,an unnecessary extent. An instance of this ocourred during the past year, 
when o District Board persisted in raising the pay of some members of their own office 
establishment and that of the District Engineer on the recommendation of the Finance 
Committoo, (ee the inereaso was held to be quite unnecessary by the Commissioner and 
Inspector of Works, and as regards the District Hngineer’s establishment was not recom- 
mended by that officer himself. In the ease inquestion, I have informed the Board that the 
total oost of these establishments is already high, and that no increase of the aggregate 
charges om account of them will be sanctioned im future years in the absence of very con- 
Serge reasons. I trust that this declaration may check the further enhancement of indivi- 
tual "108. " 

“The Boards have bestowed considerable attention on education, and there has been a 
genera] increase in the number both of schools and scholars, including pes schools, of

Tho Commissioner of Burdwan writes:— 
ct The Inspector of Local Works is always willing to help and advise the District 
Boards, and his action in this tespect is, I think, appreciated by them all exeept 
Burdwan, which seems to resent all interference as an unnecessary and covert 
attack upon their independence.” The Furoodpore District Board is said to 
have given way to a spirit of “ us criticism against the Engineer, an 
excellent officer, who ought to have encouraged rather than thwarted.” In 
the Purneah Board there was extreme friction at one time between. the members 
and their District Engineer, and the interposition of Government was necessary 
before healthy relations could be restored. Such cases must be characterised as 
blots. If the members of a District Board cannot always agreo with their 
eee executive advisers, they should at least be willing to credit them 
with a single-minded desire to advance the condition of the district. But 
generally speaking Sir Steuart Bayley can say that the record of the year has 
been a very favourable one. work has again been done and all departments 
show a satisfactory expansion of administration. When many have done so well, 
it is perhaps invidious to mention names; but the Licutenant-Governor observes 
with pleasure the high commendation bestowed on Rai Nolinaksha Bose of 
Burdwan, Baboo Lolit Mohun Singh of Hooghly, Baboo Brojo Gopal i of 
Rajshahye, and Mr. Syed Sharafudeen of Patna, who are al non-official Viee- 
Chairmen of their District Boards. The Lientenant-Governor acknowledges also 
the valuable service rendered by district officers in their capacity as Chairmen of 
the Boards. It is no small tribute to the ability of these officers as a body that 
they should have given effect to the policy of Rocal Self-Government, in’ these 
Provinces so efficiently and at the same time with so little frictio

Tun caeecesi gl ry conditions dvring the past wock havo been typical of north-east 
monsoon weather. ‘I'he changes which have taken place from day to day have been in all 
eases small, and of the usual oscillatory nature which characterises fine settled weather. 
Barometric pressure has been high and above the normal throughout the week. ‘Temperature, 
which was at first rather high, has fallen almost steadily during the whole week. Humidity 
has been also moderate, The ay has been practically cloudiess at almost all the inland 
stations, though it has been slightly clouded at the head of the Bay, and there has been an 
entire absence of rainfall at all stations. 

Pressure was at the commencement of the week aboye the normal over the whole 
reporting area, the excess usually amounting to from nine to twelve-hundredths of an inch. 
On’ the 23rd a distinct rise, varying usually from two to three-hundredths of an inch, took 
place. This was succeeded on the 24th by a fall of about equal amount, and the fall oon- 
tinued on the 25th, when it equalled about a fortieth of an inch, Pressure still continued to 
fall for the following two days, and the decrease on the 26th amounted to about two-hundredths 
ofan inch, while on the 27th it was rather less than this; but still the general pressure was 
about two to five-hundredths of an inch above the normal. On the 28th the fall of pressure 
had ooased, and a distinct rise commenced, but this only averaged about two or three- 
hundredths of an inch. It will thus be seen that pressure has been above the normal 
throughout the week, and the mean pressure has been from six to ten-hundredths of an inch 
in excess, the excess being usually largest in the south-western districts. 

Temperature. at the commencement of the week was above the normal over the whole 

rovince except at a few stations in South-West and Hast Bengal On the 28rd there had 
Fein a very distinct fall in all districts except at a few of the western stations in Behar, 
Chutia Nagpur, and South-West Bengal. A further general fall took place on the 24th, 
the decrease in the mean temperature at many stations equalling about one and-a-half 
degrees; so that on this day tomy ure was more nearly normal, though there was still 
an excess at the western stations in Behar, anda defect at some of the stations in North 
Bongal. A further fall of temperature was registered on the 25th, and the whole province 
on ‘this day showed a defect from the normal. Again on the 26th a general fall of from 
half to one degree was repoted, and temperature became about two to three degrees lower 
than usual over alarge part of the province, though camaie aslight excess had appeared in 
Behar. On the 27th a further full, averaging about halfa degree, was recorded, and on the 
28th the variations were yery small, and at some stations there was a slight increase 
and at others a decrease of temperature. The general defect of temperature on the 28th was, 

, nob , and usually ranged from about one to two degrees, 

‘or the whole week the mean temperature has been below the normal in Orissa and 

4) East Bengal by about a degree and-a-half, and in South-West and North Bengal by from 
half to one degree. In the districts of Behar and Chutia Nagpur, on the other hand, tempera- 
ture has been in excess of the normal by about one degree. 

Theydistribution of temperature during the week and its variation from the normal 
are, hor , best seen in the table below, where the average maximum, minimum and moan 
temperatures for the week at nine typical stations in different districts of the province are 
eompared with their normal values for the same period. From this table it will be seen that 
the mnimum or night temperatures show greater variation from tho normal than the day or 
maximum temperatures do :—

It was first received more than two 
months ago, but was returned to Mr. Bourdillon at his own request in order that 
some further and fuller information Hagen travellors by railway, which he 
hoped. to, be ablo, to procure, might be incorporated in it. Those hopes have, 
however, not been realized; ashe has ascertained that as yet most of those who 
emigrate from Saran make their journey-on foot. 

2. The noticeable feature in this emigration is that it is only temporary. 
So long as the women will not emigrate, and the men send all their i 
back to their homes, returning themselves at intervals, there is no hope of redue- 
ing .of the pea on the land, Under the circumstances, emigra- 
tion seoms likely to bring about an ineréase in population. 

3. The absence of emigration to Assam is remarkable. I would remark 
that Goalpara is not one of the Assam tea districts: it belongs properly to the 
same category as Rungpore. It is satisfactory to see that Sarun men have 
found then way to.

absence from their village advisable. A few do go however. Mr. Reid of Moniara quotes the 
case of a man in his dekat who has returned from Natal with Re. 10,000, In another part. 
of the district two coolies from the Mauritius, husband and wife, brought back a sum of 
Rs, 3,500, which proved a veritable Pandora’s box to them. 

9. On the whole, however, the guasi-permanent emigrants do not contribute one-tenth 
of the Saran men who may be found in the cold weather scattered all over Upper India,

10. Even in a district so purely agricultural as this, there is not constant empli 
in the fields for all its swarming population except at one season of the year. The firstseason 
of agricultural leisure (to follow the order of the Hindu year) is when the ruddi is sown : this 
js usually accomplished by the end of Kartic (middle of November), and then nothing has to! 
be done except by the poppy cultivators till Phagun-Chait when the rubdi has to be cut 
(March and April). Moreover, the indigo manufacturing season is over and cattle and men all 
require rest. But even in the rubdi harvest all the men of a family are not required, for 
the light crops of an Indian harvest are gathered very largely in this district by women and 
children. Consequently there is no work for all the men till the rain falls, when the lands 
have to be prepared and the bhadoi and the rice sown, and when this is done it is time to 
commence once more the cutting and carting of indigo for manufacture. 

11, Seeing, then, that their presence at home is absolutely ¥ only from June 
till November, an immense number of Sarun men spend the months from December to May 
elsewhere. As soon as the rubdi is sown, the exodus ‘begins. Formeriy it was. confined to 
the lower classes, but of late years it has been shared by all. Three great characteristics, 
besides that of brevity, distinguish this emigration from the other, viz., the emigrants go in 
other directions, all classes go, and hardly any women go except to very near-at-hand places. 

12, The destination of a vast proportion of the winter emigrants is “ the Eat” as th 
themselves call it, and when pressed for further detail it will be found that this means Purn

I do not know that much more remains to be said on the subject, except that I 
would draw attention to the figures for Assam in the appendix as bearing out my statement. 
that very few Sarun men go to the Assam tea districts. The whole of Assam seuds only 
Rs, 87,183, and there is only one district, viz., Goalpara, which sends more than Rs, 10,000. 

26, The Burmah figares also are significant, aud the total amounts to Rs, 46,951, of 
which Rs. 22,692, or nearly half, comes from Rangoon alone. It is also interesting tonote 
that of the whole sum, only Rs. 4,908 was paid in the Sewan circle, thus leading to the 
conclusion that an appreciation of Burmah and its advantages as a colony has not yet reached 
into the more distant part of the district, It is also to be noted that nearly all the villages 
which send recruits to the army and the Burmah Police are in the south and east of the 
district. 

27. Over the passenger statistics in the half-yearly revenue reports of the Bengal and 
North-Western Railway I have spont a good deal of time without much result. I had hoped 
to get figures showing month by month the passenger traflic out of the district and: into the 
district, and the places, whither and whence our railway passengers travelled. But I found that 
the preparation of these statistics was so-elaborate aad expensive an undertaking that it: had to 
beabandoned. From the abstracts given in the reports I find that the inward passenger traffic 
by Digha.Ghi greater in the second-half year in the first (Sonepore no doubt accounts 
for some of this), and that the outward passonger traffic, which, if many Sarun emigrants 


went by sty Shoe be much Jarger in the second-half year than in the first, is in- 


reality a good aller, even though it includes the visitors returned from Soneporo,

figures of what I have already pointed out as a law of emigration ; but it fully supports the 
allegations of many of my informants in the district, viz., that a vest majority of the Sarun 
emigrants tremp every foot of the way out and home,

SUMMARY OF THE ) ( 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OP TH METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATION 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF NOVEMBER 1890. 


Tue normal features of the meteorology of Bengal during November are vory simple, 
Northerly winds blow over the whole of Bengal, and these usually extend as a north. erly 
wind ourrent over the north and centre of the Bay. Those northerly winds are dry, 5 
usually give in Bengal almost cloudless skies ; temperature also diminishes ary during 
the month, the diminution being ae marked in tho night temperatures, and id 
is low. As aruls, little ur no rain falls unless it is brought up by one or other of two kin 
of disturbances, which almost reverse tho normal weather conditions. Tho first class of 
disturbances consist of cyclonic storms which are formed in the middle or south of the Bay 
in front of the retreating south-west monsoon. When they form, as they do occasionally, 
they usually advance towards the Madras coast, and expend their main foros over the sout 
of the peninsula, but sometimes they advance towards the north of the Bay. In the first 
case, they generally modify the weather over the whole of tho Bay; and if tho disturbance | 
is a large one, humid winds will again be forced over Bengal, when skies will cloud over \ 
and temperature and humidity rapidly increase, and rain may fall, particularly over the 
southern parts of the province. In the second case, if a large and influential storm which | 
has forsd in the Bay advances towards Bengal and should happen to strike the coast, the 
weather conditions in Bengal will naturally*be entirely reversed. Over the area where the 
storm passes excessively heavy rain will fall, and if the storm be a largo one, the whole of 
Bengal will feel its effects, and general rain may be brought up for a considerable period. 
The sooond class of disturbances consist of Jand-formed barometric depressions, which 
originate over Upper India and drift sometimes over Bengal, giving clouded skies, 
increased humidity ond temperature, and sometimes light rain. Those land-formed 
disturbances seldomocour in November; and if they do occur, they aro generally of very ) 
little importance. } 

Except, therefore, for rainfall ae up by the ocourrertoe of storms in the Bay, as a 
rule, the province is almost rainless ia November. Its occurrence and distribution aré there- 
fore very capricious, and the normal rainfall of November in Bengal is extremely small, 
Orissa usually receives a fall of about an inch und-a-third, and ast Bengel one of about 
an vee ‘but in the other districts the fall is only from about a tenth up to a third of an

Meteorology of the month.—At the commencement of November weather conditions in @ 
the south of the Bay of Bengal were distinctly unsettled, though at no time did the disturbed 
conditions concentrate to form a definite storm. ‘The disturbance was, however, sufficiently 
influential to affect the weather conditions over the southern half of Bengal, and cloudy.

‘Tu meteorological changes during the week have again been of slight importanos. 
‘On November 29th, or the first day of the week, pressure was decidedly hight and si about 
0:05 inch to 0°07 inch in exoess of the normal. A fairly steady northerly wind ourront was 
blowing over the whole provinoa except at a few stations in the west of Bohar, where winds 
were southerly. Temperature was generally from one to two degrees below the normal 
except again at many of the stations in Behar, where exooss temperature was registered. ‘The 

was also practically clear, and'no rain had fallen since the early part of the month. On 
tho 30th November a somewhat rapid fall of the barometer took place which bronght pressure 
almost to the normal amount, This was accompanied by a moderately large fall of tem- 
perature in North Bengal and a much smaller full in all other districts excep: Chutin Nag- 
pur, and on this day winds wore northorly at almost all stations in the province. Humidity 
‘and cloud proportion remained to a great extent pybanged. A farther and rather more rapid 

‘fall of prossure again took place on Docomber Ist, tho fall at many stations equalling seven and 
eight-lundredths of an inch, and thus pressure became for the first time for a considerable 

~ period rather largely below the nor Temperature also fell slightly on tho Ist at all 
stations except tliose in Behar and Ohutia Nagpur, and while the stations in tho wost of the 

vince showed a temperature considerably in éxoess of the normal, at the eastern stations 

~ there was a very decided defect. On the 2nd pressure had commenced to rise by from 
two to four-hundredths of an inch, while temperature was generally rising by small amounts; 
these changes continued, but by rather variable amounts, on the Srd and on the 4th, though 
on the 5th pressure and temperature to fall rapidly, and by the end of tho week 
was from about 0+/2 inch to 0°04 inch in defect of the normal in all districts except
